Care orYour Children 



By ANSELO PATRt 



In a famltr of several children 
of school nge washing the supper 
dishes of ten ' becomes a bone of 
contenUon among them. Arguments 
aa to who did It last niBht, who Is to 
wash, who Is to dry, and who Is to 
Black, nre loud and unless Inter- 
rupted, likely to become bitter. 

The children, whero there la no 
aUicr help for their mother, should 
ledm to do the supper dishes, and 
cheerfully.' But first , they should 
be taUBht how this Is done. There 
Ls a right way and a wrong wny 
to accomplish this chore and before 
a mother osqlgns this task to the 
chUdren they should be enrefutly 
trained In the 'correct technique. 
Knowing how glvti. the worker a 
sense of power which In Its turn odds 
nsenseof plensureln the Job. When 
the Ilr&t one has been trained he 
help* train the next one. 

The beginner, ot course, starts 
with the easy steps. UtUe by little 
ha U' Introduced to washing the 
ensy dishes until at lost and cer- 
tnlnly_not lenst,_he nfrives _nt_thB 
pots. Even then, thoughtful and 
kindly mothers are on hand to help. 
It Is not good pracUce. for example, 
to send a lO-year-otd girl to the 
kitchen to do a alnkful of dishes, 
pots nnd pans, without help. 

When the fundamentals of this 
task have been worked out and nt 
least one child is competent, the plan 
must be made so that the work. Is 
rotnted nnd no one child Is forced ' 
to cnrrv Uie heavy end night after 
nlRht. ir Mother will, in consultn- 
Uon with the children, make out a 
schedule arguments can be avoided. 

The children should learn to do 
the dishes; they all need to Icnm— 
the boj-s ns much as the girls. The ■ 
machine' dishwasher it not. as yet,
